George Washington Hall. 

“The State of the Political Par- 
ty System in the U.S. Today”’ will 
be the title of his address. 

Bush was elected to the 90th 
Congress in 1966 as a represen- 
tative from the Seventh District 
of Texas. He was appointed to the 
powerful Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, and promoted legislation 
concerned with urban affairs, 
revenue sharing, pollution, 
bilingual education and setting 
priorities in federal spending. 

He urged the creation of an 
Ethics Committee in Congress 
and annually made total dis- 
closures of his own assets to the 
Clerk of the House. Bush also 
drafted legislation proposing the 
establishment of a Joint Select 
committee on population and 
family planning, and served on 
the Republican Task Force on 
Earth Resources and Population. 

Bush was appointed permanent 
Representative of the United 
States to the United Nations by 
President Nixon and served from 
February, 1971, until January, 

1973. As Ambassador, he was a 
member of Nixon’s Cabinet and a 
regular participant in all Cabinet 
meetings. 

Bush headed the U.S. delega- 
tion to the 26th and 27th sessions 
of the U.N. General Assembly, 
and twice was U.S. Represen-

tative at annual meetings of the 
U.N. Economic and Social Coun- 
cil in Geneva. At the United 
Nations, he spoke for the U.S. 
Government in Security Council 
and General Assembly debates 
on the Middle East, admission of 
the People’s Republic of China, 
air hijacking and terrorism, 
apartheid, reduction of the U.S. 
contribution to the assessed U.N. 
budget and other issues. In 1972 
he completed an American 
goodwill visit to ten African 
countries on behalf of President 
Nixon. 

Ambassador Bush was elected 
National Chairman by members 
of the Republican Committee in 
January, 1973, and has held that 
post since. 

G.O.P. Chairman Bush public- 
ly expressed deep indignation 
over illegal activities in the 
Watergate scandal’ when they 
were uncovered.

Dr. Calvin Perry, president of 
the VNA, asked for the 
Selectmen’s support, before he 
appears before the Merrimack 
Valley United Fund to show 
cause why the local group 
shouldn’t be combined with 
Lawrence. 

The selectmen’s resolution 
asks for every effort by the 
townspeople and officials ‘‘to 
maintain the present independent 
status” of this important health 
care unit.”

The walking tour, to be con- 
ducted by Peter M. Molloy, 
curator of the Merrimack Valley 
Textile Museum, will give a real- 
life dimension to the days when 
the canals served as a vital 
power source for the mills and 
satelite industries, such as the 
print and dyeworks. 

According to Molloy, the era 
begins in 1845 with the building of 
the vast dam that still spans the 
Merrimack River. Stretching 
almost 1300 feet from bank to 
bank, the dam was a phenomena 
of its time, one of the largest and 
most durable of its kind in the 
world. 

‘The work force was primarily 
Irish laborers brought in from 
Boston and other areas to work 
for $1.00 a day,’’ Molloy noted. 
‘In contrast, native workers 
were receiving $1.50 a day for the 
same unskilled jobs.”’ 

The mile-long North Canal, the 
major power source, was begun 
in 1874 and completed the follow- 
ing year. Along its banks rose the 
massive Pacific, Duck, Atlantic 
and other leading mills of the 
1800’s which propelled Lawrence 
into the role as the leading 
manufacturer of worsteds in the 
world. 

The hour-long tour will begin at 
1 p.m. Sunday at the dam’s 
gatehouse on Rt. 28 (South 
Broadway). The canals will be 
empty that day for cleaning, 
providing an excellent overview

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Pizza Is A Favorite 


Pizza, hot dogs and chicken 
make up Andover youngsters’ 
favorite school lunches, accor- 
ding to a recent survey made by 
Anthony Mangifesti, cafeteria 
director, while chocolate milk 
_and beef had their wish lists. 

Ten survey questionnaires 
were passed out at random in 
each of the town’s nine schools, 
and about 66 responded. 

Other favorites were spaghetti, 
hamburgers, ravioli and fish, 
-with some support for chicken 
pies, macaroni and cheese, 
cutlets, sloppy Joes, chop suey, 
tuna and subs. 

On the other hand, hot dogs 
topped the lists of things other 
respondents would like to see 
removed, along with.cutlets and 
sloppy Joes, fish, spaghetti, peas, 
tuna fish, cheeseburgers, baked 
beans and pizza, in that order. 

The majority (40) of the pupils 
said their meals are presented in 
an appetizing manner, while 19 
said ‘‘no’’ and seven said 
““sometimes.’”’ To the question, 
“Considering the low cost of the 
meal, do you feel the meal is sub- 
stantial?”, 37 answered ‘‘yes’’; 
Io non sang KOT, 
‘‘sometimes.”’ 

As for suggestions, the 
respondents asked to see 
chocolate milk,. fresh fruit, 
macaroni and cheese, steaks, 
lasagna, roast beef, pepperoni 
pizza, hot chocolate, corn on the 
cob and a la carte pastry added 
to their menus. 

In the area of other food 
programs, 44 asked for a snack 
bar and nine for a coke 
machine, and there were a few 
votes for flavored milk, faster 
food lines, buffet, and leaving 


school for lunch. 

Asked what they would imple- 
ment if they had the responsibili- 
ty of planning the menu for 6000 
Andover students, the youngsters 
suggested three or four choices 
daily, chocolate milk and cocoa, 
larger lunches, quieter and 
neater diners, better variety, 
more pizza, hiring a caterer, con- 
centrating on vitamins and pro- 
tein, cleanliness and neatness, 
and ‘‘same as it’s being run.”’ 

Two, however, appeared to 
recognize the magnitude of it all 
and answered, ‘‘don’t want any 
part of the job.”

the Industrial Development Com- 
mission, reminded the selectmen 
that a town meeting five years 
ago had instructed them to ap- 
point an Industrial Development 
Financing Authority, to provide 
business loans, ‘‘forthwith.’’ 
Berthold said the loans could be 
obtained for up to $5 million. 

The selectmen, however, voted 
4 to 1 to wait until the need arose, 
as it might when industries are 
required to install new pollution 
control equipment. 

Edmund Sullivan, the lone vote 
in favor of the authority, said he 
felt it was a tool the Industrial 
Commission could use to 
promote some of the available in- 
dustrial land. He said he felt they 
could better talk with potential 
businesses. 

The selectmen also gave the 
Town Manager permission to dis- 
cuss the Bradlee School in 
Ballardvale with any potential 


buyers. If any interest is shown 
in the old school, which they said 
could soon be a liability to the 
town, it could be put up for bids. 

In other action, the Selectmen 
gave approval for Donald Rich- 
mond to move a house from 2-4 
Railraod Ave. to 66 Burnham 
Road providing the electric com- 
pany can set aside poles to make 
room for the house, across from 
14 Burnham Road. Otherwise, a 
large tree at that address would 
have to be severely pruned. 

The house route would be over 
Railroad Ave., Essex St., Elm 
St., High St. and Burnham Road, 
next Tuesday. Richmond did 
receive permission for minor 
trimming of branches along the 
route and agreed to pay for 
necessary Town services such as 
police protection.

Amazement 


A Matter 
Of Degree 


By Wayne Hanley 

More than most things, amaze- 
ment is a matter of degree. 

How well I recall seeing a 
snowy egret in the small marsh 
across Route 3A from the 
Hingham police station about 23 
years ago. I jumped from_ the 
car, zeroed in the 7X50 
binoculars, and stared in wonder 
and half-belief. In fact, my sur- 
prise was such that I had dis- 
regarded a bit of mechanics of 
automobiling that no longer ex- 
ists. In those days one could ac- 
cidentally lock the driver’s door 
and in my panic I achieved the 
status of lockout. In less than an 
hour of fiddling with hunting 
knife and coat hanger, I succeed- 
ed in re-entering the car. 

I mention the incident because 
Wayne Petersen of Abington was 
amazed a few nights ago when he 
counted 776 snowy egrets stan- 
ding in the shallows of the north 
impoundment at the Parker 
River National Wildlife Refuge. 
But not so amazed that he would 
have locked himself out of his 
car, even if that were possible. 

Petersen, of course, had a 
forewarning that something of 
that magnitude was likely to be 
encountered at the refuge on 
Plum Island. A week earlier, 
Paul Donahue of Winchester 
counted 270 snowies at the im- 
poundment and then, five days 
later, counted 573. 

Perhaps the snowy egret 
counts to be appreciated should 
be compared to E.H. Forbush’s 
report on the bird 50 years ago: 

Distribution in New England - - 
Accidental visitor in Vermont, 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island and 
Connecticut; now practically ex- 
tirpated.’’ 

Or, with the late Ludlow 
Griscom’s report of 20 years ago 
listing the snowy as ‘‘now a 


regular summer visitor in small 


numbers.” Griscom noted that 
three snowy egrets had been 
collected in Massachusetts

between 1862 and 1897 and only 
six were reported between 1926 
and 1947. 

In roaming around New 
England this summer, I have 
noted an occasional great egret 
and a few snowy egrets along the 
coast from Maine through 
Connecticut. Indeed, snowy 
egrets now breed in New 
England in small numbers. 

The egrets overrunning Plum 
Island, however, did not for the 
most part spend the summer in 
New England. They are birds 
from the south, many from the 
deep south. Now that egrets no 
longer linger on the verge of ex- 
tinction, the more normal pop- 
ulation of the south does what it 
did in Colonial days. After the 
breeding season, the birds fan out 
to the north and exploit the 
aquatic life in northern pools. It 
gives them a much broader base 
of food support.

‘The Nation Will Survive’ 


By Linda Corbett 

Something good can come out 
of the Watergate ‘‘mess,’’ a 
Merrimack College professor 
said this week, ‘‘if we can get the 
messages to the schools to “put 
your houses in order.” 

James St. Germain, head of the 
political science department at 
Merrimack, explained that ‘‘the 
educational process should take 
advantage of the tragedy to ex- 
amine what we have, or rather, 
have not, been teaching,” and to 
“get back to the first principles 
of democracy.”’ 

St. Germain said he was very 
much opposed to impeachment 
because it would ‘‘simply tear 
the country apart,’ and, with a 
note of optimism that was rare at 
the beginning of this week added, 
‘Most important, the public will 
survive.”’ 

‘People say things have never 
been worse,” he said, ‘‘but 
historians can tell us of many 
times that were as bad, or even 
worse.” 

“Qur founding fathers built 
well,’ he went on. ‘‘We got 
through Grant. We got through 
Harding. We’ll get through Nix- 


“People have got to see the 
lessons in this,” he said. ‘We 
have to start at the beginning. We 
have to read the country’s

‘history - The Federalist Papers, 
The Declaration of 
Independence. We should read 
what five great senators have 
done(‘‘Profiles in Courage.’’) 

“To say all this is ‘just politics’ 
is nonsense,’ he said. ‘There 
have ben some very distinguish- 
ed politicians, such as Adlai 
Stevenson, Robert A. Taft, and 
Wendall Wilkie.” 

“Robert A. Taft was the con- 
science of the Republican party 
and in a sense, of the nation.”’ He 
was ‘Mr. Integrity.’ He had the 
courage to say what he thought 
was right, even if it wasn’t pop- 
ular. Jeb Magruder could never 
understand that. 

“Some people in the Watergate 
mess have come from pretty 
good homes and pretty good 
colleges and universities,’”’ St. 
Germain went on. “But ap- 
parently the curricula they took 
didn’t have much substance. 

‘Jeb Magruder thought that 
what was important was that he 
be liked, that he be gregarious. 
Maybe he should have read more 
about Moses and Socrates and 
Martin Luher King and Gandhi. 

“You have to study hard - 
history and philosophy. Santiano 
once said that those who do not 
study history are doomed to 
make the mistakes of history. 
Some of our great presidents 
have been historians - such as 
Theodore Roosevelt, John F. 
Kennedy (‘‘who knew enough to 
win a Pulitzer Prize for writing 
about history’) and Harry S. 
Truman. 

“But it’s difficult to get 
students to sit still to study an- 
cient history. They don’t give a 
darn for the Golden Age of 
Pericles. Some claim education 
isn’t relevant any more and 
many educational institutions 
have capitulated to them. The 
Greeks are as relevant today as 
they were to Plato and Socrates, 
but it’s difficult to get this idea 

across. We’re facing an epicemic 
of ‘gut’ courses.’’ 

‘Twish more people would 
study political science,” he went 
on. ‘Someone once told me that 
Nixon never had a course in 
political science, that he didn’t 
think it was worthwhile.” 

But you have to study political 
philosphy and theory to take a 
stand, St. Germain went on. 
“These things were absent with 
people like Haldeman and 
Ehrlichman. I doubt if they ever 
studied the roles of those who 
govern and those who are govern- 
ed. 
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read Jefferson and Hamilton, not 
just quote them. Nobody reads 
the Federalist Papers anymore, 
which tell us what the founding 
fathers had in mind. Nobody 
reads the Constitution. 

“T think law schools have a lot 
to answer for, as well as the 
whole educational system,” he 
added. 

“The legal profession is one of 
the best bulwarks against 
totalitarianism. More people are 
going into law all the time. Yet 
many of those involved in this 
tragedy were lawyers. The law 
schools need to teach social and 
political responsibilities as well 
as contracts.” 

Once, President Eisenhower 
had a White House Conference on 
education, St. Germain said. 
“We ought to have another - 
though perhaps not in the White 
House. We have to take a look at 
what made us produce this 
situation.”’ 

At the present moment, he 
said, impeachment is “wildly 
talked about and little un- 
derstood. It would simply tear 
the country apart.”’ 

The Domocratic government 
cannot stand a series of crises, he 
went on, so we’re trained in com- 
promise. 

“Our government since it was 
founded has been based on com- 
promises,”’ he said. “Part of the 
American genius for governing 
ourselves is in compromises. The 
President doesn’t want a con- 
frontation. The Supreme Court 
doesn’t want a confrontation. The 
Congress doesn’t want a confron- 
tation. 

‘‘You have to give up 
something to get something, as 
Nixon did the tapes on Tuesday. 

“Pm not one to wallow in 
despair,’ St. Germain went on. 
“‘Nixon’s popularity is now very, 
very low. But Truman’s was very, 
very low at one time, and he is 
doown in most history books as a 
great president. 

“Nixon was very popular after 
his trips to Russia and China and 
time has a way of mellowing. He 
has three years to recapture his 
position. If he’s able to make cer- 
tain proposals and get Congress 
to go along with him, if he gets 
hold of inflation and keeps 
American boys away from 
Foreign wars, he may win back 
som of his popularity, though he 
will never be regarded as popular 
as the two Roosevelts or 
Kennedy. 

“Nixon doesn’t exactly project 
a fatherly image,’’ the professor 
went on. ‘‘He has consorted with 
some pretty unsavory 
characters. I don’t think he’s 
leveled with the American peo- 
ple. He has not led the American 
people as the President is sup- 
posed to do. He is not conscious 
of the fact that he occupies the 
chair that Lincoln once sat in. He 
has made some terrible tactical 
errors and he’s shown very, very 
poor judgment of men and 
character. A lot hasn’t been 
done. But he has time.” 

In any case, St. Germain said, 
the nation will survive and, as he 
quoted Bismarck, God looks 
after drunks, little children and 
the USA.

Art Work 
On Exhibit 


An artist whose prints are on 
popular record-album covers and 
in science textbooks is the sub- 
ject of a new exhibition at 
Boston’s Museum of Science. 

The work of M.C. Escher, 
Dutch graphic artist who died 
last year, will be shown through 
Jan. 18. It is on loan from John D. 
Merriam of Boston, whose 
collection, one of the most com- 
prehensive in this country, has 
never before been displayed to 
the public in its entirety. 

Escher was an artist who 
created ingenious variations 
from recognizable figures and 
conventional motifs. Though 
often appearing strange and ab- 
surd, his transformations have 
an interior logic. They deal with 
several, often contrasting, facets 
of reality which are related by a 
deliberate intellectual process. 

Ranging from early, represen- 
tational studies of the 1920’s to 
the inventive compositions that 
characterized Escher’s last 30 
years, the 86 prints and 3 
drawings on view at the Museum 


appeal to viewers with a variety 
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Among scientists - - the first to ] 


be attracted to Escher - - there is 
the discovery that his woodcuts, 
wood engravings, and 
lithographs give a visual image 
of an abstract theory or struc- 
ture. Psychologists use his work 
to study visual perception. 
Mathematicians and physicists 
are kindred spirits with him in 
regarding the plurality of the un- 
iverse as a challenge for analysis 
and ultimate solution. 

Among youth, Escher’s ele- 
ment of playfulness, the com- 
bination of real and what appears 
to be unreal in the same drawing, 
and the generally Alice-in- 
Wonderland feeling that Escher 
seems to project bring an im- 
mediate acceptance. 

Among some groups, it is the 
mysterious that they find in- 
teresting; still others enjoy 
Escher’s traditional, rather than 
abstract, treatment of people, 
places, and things. 

The exhibition in the Design 
Around Us Gallery is com- 
plemented by Moebius strips and 
a stellated rhombic 
dodecahedron hanging from the 
ceiling. These were constructed 
by the Exhibits Department un- 
der the direction of Robert 
McCleary, who designed the ex- 
hibition.

and a half ago, three major inter- 
national agreements have been 
enacted: one dealing with the 
need to control the dumping of 
toxic substances into the seas 
and oceans, one establishing a 
world heritage trust to help 
preserve some of the unique 
cultural sites and natural areas 
which are part of man’s common 
heritage, and one seeking to limit 
international trade in 375 en- 
dangered species of wildlife. 

A major problem facing the 
new agency will be attempting to 
reconcile the world division 
between the haves and the have- 
nots. Maurice Strong, the Cana- 
dian who heads the new Nairobi 
office, has said, ‘‘One must 
recognize that the handling of en- 
vironmental problems can in- 
volve acute potential conflict 
between rich and poor.”’ 

The developed nations cannot 
tell the underdeveloped majority 
of the world to stop in- 
dustrializing: however, we can 
try to help them avoid some of 
the mistakes we have made. 

Without better living con- 
ditions for all people, the world 
cannot solve its environmental 
problems. After all, what is more 
basic to human environment than 
food, water, air? Isn’t that what 
environmental concern is all 
about? It is the poor who suffer 
most when the fertility of the soil 
is depleted, when the water in un- 
drinkable and the air un- 
breathable. 

It has taken the poor nations 
some time to recognize that con- 
cern for the environment is not a 
rich-man’s luxury, and it has 
taken the rich nations some time- 
to recognize that social justice 
and a livable environment must 
go hand in hand. Some on both 
sides still don’t see the connec- 
tion. 


Even in the United States, 
many people don’t see the con- 
nection between ghetto living 
conditions aiid conservation, yet 
both are basically problems of 
the human environment, and 
they must be solved together or 
not at all. 


Maurice Strong wrote in a re- 
cent issue of Foreign Affairs, 
speaking about the dramatic 
view of Planet Earth from outer 
space, ‘‘For the first time we 
began to see that all mankind 
literally is in the same boat - - 
that the world community is fac- 
ed with its first truly global 
problem. It was the truth that 
ecologists and poets before them 
had been trying to tell us: in 
nature everything is tied

Pumpkin 
Supply Is 
Abundant 


The pumpkin supply for 
Halloween - as well as for pie - is 
abundant right now, and prices 
are quite reasonable, reports the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Agriculture (MDA). You should 
be able to find just the size and 
shape you want at your nearby 
farm stand, or supermarket. The 
best ‘‘face’’ pumpkin is the Jack- 
O-Lantern, bright orange, small 
to medium in size, round to squat 
in shape. The walls are thick, and 
the pulp is easily removed. 

The best pie pumpkin is the 
small sugar pumpkin, round, 
slightly ribbed, about seven in- 
ches in diameter. It makes good 
faces, too. . . but the pulp makes 
even better pie filling. 

For safety, do not use candles 
to illuminate a jack-o-lantern, es- 
pecially if the kids carry them 
around. The danger of fire to 
costumes is high. Small, battery- 
operated models are available 
everywhere. 

Bay State cider is the best in 
years this season, and generally 
available, though the demand 
threatens to outstrip the supply. 
One orchard that makes its own 
is working day and night to keep 


up. 
Native apples are excellent, 
but high.

How many times has a public 
official told you you've called the 
wrong department, put you on 
‘hold’? and then disappeared 
from the phone? 

How often has a local, county 
or federal department answered 
your letter about pension rights 
or veterans’ benefits in some 
mysterious bureaucratic jargon? 

A little-known but potent 
government agency is working 
hard to erase such instances of 
non-service to the public, via 
seminars conducted throughout 
New England. 

“The bureaucracy ought to res- 
pond to individuals’ problems,’ 
says Roger J. Twyman, director 
of the Boston-based Com- 
munications and Office Skills 
Training Institute. 

Under Mr. Twyman’s direc- 
tidn, some five thousand state, 
federal and local officials annual- 
ly attend seminars in such sub- 
jects as “developing listening 
and memory skills’’ and ‘‘writing 
effective letters.”’ 

It’s all part, he says, of an ef- 
fort to get officials to “‘develop a 
helping attitude’’ toward the peo- 
ple who pay their salaries. 

The Training Center was 
started in 1962 by the U. S. Civil 
Service Commission, as a one- 
man operation. Since then, four 
area training institutes have spr- 
ung up to help office-holders 
develop managerial and com- 
munications skills. 

Various Congressional acts, 
and appropriations, triggered in- 
creased state and local participa- 
tion in the program, operated in 
this state under the Bureau of 
Personnel. 

Mr. Twyman admits that the 
average official - - faced with 
such real recent questions as ‘‘Is 
the Afghan border still open?”’ - - 
might grow to think of people as 
mere ‘“‘pieces of paper.” 

But ‘‘we hope to change this at- 
titude,’’ he says, through a day- 
long seminar entitled ‘“You Serve 
the Public.”’ 

In this 9 a.m. - 4 p.m. session, 
offered monthly in Boston, Hart- 
ford, Burlington, Vt. and 
Augusta, Maine, 30 or so public 
officials of all varieties see films 
and play roles in an attempt to 
learn how to make the 
bureaucratic system work for the 
consumer’s benefit. 

“Developing a helping at- 
titude’’ is the day’s theme, with 
officials taking the role of a 
citizen frustrated in trying to get 
a water main leak repaired, of 
the Water Department 
superintendent who’s un- 
successfully asked the foreman 
to take care of the situation and 
of the departmental secretary 
who’s on the receiving end of 
everybodys’ complaints. 

Seminar participatns also get 
tips on how to answer letters 


without such jargon as 
“reference is made to your cor- 
respondence.’’ Contrary to pop- 
ular belief, Mr. Twyman says 
bureaucrats don’t have to write 
in a stilited way. And he hopes 
the seminars will help them com- 
municate as answer toa question 

- even if that answer is a “‘no”’ - 
-in a way the average person can 
easily understand. 

Mr. Twymian is bothered by the 
fact that many people, reluctant 
to tackle the bureaucracy single- 
handed, ask their Congressman’s 
office to find out the whereabouts 
of their missing pension check, 
passport or son in military ser- 
vice. 

“Why short-circuit the proper 
agency?’’ he wonders, stressing 
his hope that officials - - like 
everyone else - - can be civil and 
helpful. 

‘*People think the 
government’s different from 
other bureaucracies,’ he says, 
“but the same things happen with 
a large department store, for ex- 
ample. People aren’t unique in 
the government.”’ 

But, as one of his assistants 
notes, if you’re not happy with 
the service you get in one depart- 
ment store you can always try 
another. 

“There’s only one place you 
can go, though,” notes the assis- 
tant, ‘‘if you want to get a 
driver’s license!”’ 


Ingram 
Awarded 
Medal 


Robert Ss. Ingram, 
meteorologist in charge of the 
‘National Weather Service 
Forecast Office at Phoenix, 
Ariz., has been awarded a 
Department of Commerce silver 


medal for outstanding ac- 
complishments as head of that 


office. 

The award was announced by 
the National Oceanic and At- 
mospheric Administration 
(NOAA), of which the Weather 
Service is a part, and presented 
at a ceremony in Washington, 
D.C., by Commerce Secretary 
Frederick B. Dent. 

Ingram was cited for superior 
management of the Phoenix 
weather unit, which is responsi- 
ble for both weather and river 
forecasts and warnings for 
Arizona. 
timely warnings and accurate 
forecasts have been provided 
with outstanding consistency. 

Ingram was born in Andover, 
and holds a bachelor’s degree 
from Williams College, 
Williamstown. He did graduate 
work in meteorology at

That same year, Ingram joined 
the National Weather Service as 
an observer at Hills Grove, R.I. 
During World War II, he served 
in the U.S. Navy as an aerologist. 
He rejoined the Weather Service 
in Boston in 1948 as an aviation 
forecaster. He subsequently 
served at the Kansas City River 
Forecast Office as a hydrologist; 
in Honolulu, Hawaii, aS an avia- 
tion forecaster; at the Sterling, 
Va.. test and evaluation 
laboratory as a technical assis- 
tant: and as meteorologist in 
charge of the Weather Service 
Office in Burlington, Vt. 

In December 1965, Ingram was 
named meteorologist in charge 
of the Phoenix Weather Service 
Office. The office was enlarged 
to the status of Forecast Office in 
1971, with statewide forecast 
responsibility for the public. 


Other recognition Ingram has 
received includes a Department 
of Commerce award in 1968 for 
his outstanding contribution to 
the Department’s “Better Ser- 
vice to the Public’ program. He 
and his staff have been awarded 
a NOAA unit citation for special 
achievement on two occasions - - 
one for timely warnings of a ma- 
jor flash flood in 1971, and the 
other for forecast services to 
agri-business interests during a 
critical freeze in 1972. He and his 
agricultural weather forecaster 
were given the special American 
Meteorological Society award for

produced a rather curious order for the administration to 
follow. 

The committee asked that a 1974-’75 school department 
budget be drawn up that would represent no tax increase 
on the part of the schools. 

This is a tall order in these times of increasing costs. 

But representing a no tax increase budget to the tax- 


-payers of the community can be produced in a variety of 


ways. We wonder if the board’s directive is an absolute 
no tax increase, or an increase in a sense that a per cen- 


tage departmental raise would be equivalent to a portion 


of the increased tax receipts through new valuation. 

A few weeks ago, school committee members examin- 
ed the financial picture of the town in this light. They 
were toying with the thought of examining the receipts 
gained from state reimbursements for educational pur- 
poses, which go directly to the town treasury. 

Also, considered was limiting the school department 
increases annually to a proportion of the anticipated in- 
crease in tax revenue. 

This, of course, would take some rather thorough ex- 
amination by both town and school administrators, and, 
we think, there is sufficient ability at the top in both town 
and school departments to come up with such apportion- 
ment, if it could possibly mean some sensible annual 
municipal planning. 

To produce a school budget as ordered by the school 
committee last week, seems somewhat only in a hopeful 
vein. 

There are already increases in the school department 
to consider in the structuring of the new budget. 

The need for belt-tightening in the budgetary field 
should be very apparent to all administrators as a new 
budget preparation time approaches. 

We would be more than happy to line up some commen- 
dable words for the school department if, when the an- 
nual budget document is presented to the town next year 
for approval, it can be accurately affirmed that the 
figure contains no tax increase.

Museum 


Rene Dubos, — internationally 
known microbiologist and prize- 
winning author, will receive the 
1973 Bradford Washburn Award 
at the Museum of Science Sunday 
evening Nov. 4. 

To be presented by Museum 
President Norman L. Cahners at 
the annual dinner of the 
Museum’s Corporation, the 
award is given for an outstanding 


contribution toward public un- 
derstanding of science. 

The dinner program for some 
300 Museum officers, donors, and 
other friends of the Museum will 
also include an illustrated talk, 
Mapping the Grand Canyon, by 
Director Washburn, who has 
made seven trips to the Canyon 
in the past three years to carry 
out the project. 

Dubos, a native of France, 
moved to the United States in the 
1920’s. Since 1927 he has been on 
the faculty of The Rockefeller 
University where he recently 
was named professor emeritus. 

More than 20 years ago he was 
the first to demonstrate the 
feasibility of obtaining germ- 
fighting drugs from microbes. In 
addition to recognition for his 
scientific investigations, he has 
won acclaim as a lecturer and 
writer. He has written more than 
a dozen books, many supporting 
his thesis that through en- 
vironmental planning the 

relationship between man and 
the earth can be mutually 
beneficial. 

Dubos is the ninth recipient of 
the Washburn Award, a gold 
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medal carrying with it an 
honorarium of $5000. The Award 
was established by a member of 
the Board of Trustees to mark 
the 25th anniversary of the direc- 
tor in office. In keeping with the 
Museum’s educational role 
developed under Washburn’s 
leadership, the award recognizes 
an individual’s power of com- 
municating scientific knowledge.

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Study Shows 
Burden Of 


Taxpayer - 


Property and personal income 
taxes account for 76 per cent of 
all state and local revenue, com- 
pared to 52 per cent nationally, 
according to a Massachusetts 
Taxpayers Foundation study. 

Five years ago property and 
personal income taxes provided 
69 per cent of the total in 
Massachusetts. 

“This continuing rise shows the 
state is overly dependent on 
these two taxes and further 
shows Massachusetts has failed 
to develop other sources of 
revenue,’’ says Richard A. 
Manley, MTF president. 

In 1973, Massachusetts will 
raise over $4 billion in state and 
local taxes. This is 14 per cent of 
the state’s total personal income 
estimated at $30 billion. 

The study, titled 
“Massachusetts Tax Primer,” 
also shows: 

* Massachusetts ranks third 
among the 14 largest states, 
eighth nationally, in general 
spending at $650 per capita. Only 
New York and California spend 
more. 

* Massachusetts taxes rank 
sixth nationally in proportion to 
population at $549 per capita. In 
proportion to personal income, 
Massachusetts taxes rank 14th at 
$127 per $1,000. 

* Taxes in many other states 
are approaching the 
Massachusetts level. Between 
1962 and 1971, the state dropped 
from third to fifth in per capita 
taxation. 

‘Property in Massachusetts 
carries an excessively heavy tax 
burden,” Manley says. ‘‘Since 
1963, the increase in the ‘full- 
value’ rate has been 80 per cent.” 

“The state’s average 1972 
property tax rate of over $58 per 
$1,000 is probably the highest in 
the nation,’’ he says. 

“This situation is not new, the 
latest figures simply show that 
our dependence on property tax- 
es relative to other taxes is 
deepening,’’ Manley says, 
“which will only make it harder 
to correct this imbalance as time 
goes on.” 

“Our methods of assessing 
property also breed huge ine- 
qualities among the cities and 
towns. The state could solve the 
financial problems of many 
localities by equalizing state aid 
programs, thus bringing relief to 
property taxpayers. 

‘In several other areas, our 
study shows the Com- 
monwealth’s position relative to 
other. states has improved. In 
many instances, this is not so 
much a case of Massachusetts 
getting better as it is of other 
states getting worse,’ Manley 
says.

What is the status of the health 
education program for your 
youngsters in the Andover school 
system? 

On Monday evening, Oct. 29, a 
dialogue will be held in the 
cafeteria of the West Junior High 
from 7:30 p.m. to 10 p.m.

the town needs.” . 

In a 20-minute prepared state- 
ment, Rafton also emphasized 
that the 100-strip, while deeded to 
the town, may be utilized in any 
computation relative to land use 
by Arkwright - - in order to comp- 
ly with zoning requirements such 
as lot areas and set back dis- 
tances. In other words, he said, 
the land deeded to the town 
would be used as if Arkwright 
still owned the land. 

Thirdly, he said the town would 
have to give up title to the land if 
a court ever held the land use to 
be illegal. He said the land would 
then be subject only to ‘‘conser- 
vation restrictions.” 

French said the restriction was 
intended as just such a backup 
safeguard that the land would be 
preserved.

Past On 
Exhibit 


The Museum of Fine Arts 
mounts the major exhibition Con- 
fident America: Monuments in 
Painting, Sculpture, Prints and 
Other Arts which evokes both the 
quiet and the frenzy of the cen- 
tury when America came of age. 
The works on view from the 
Museum’s collection explore four 
themes of 19th century America 
from the Neo-Classical period to 
the Gilded Age. 

Sculpture, paintings, prints and 
furniture of the period, organized 
by theme and style into four main 
rooms, show certain influences 
on the 19th century American ar- 
tist. The works on exhibition, by 
such artists as Horatio 
Greenough, William Rimmer, 
William Wetmore Story and John 
Singer Sargent, illustrate tenden- 
cies toward Neo-Classic calm, 
Baroque tension, religious inten- 
sity and surface elegance. 

Romantic Classicism was the 
predominant artistic style in the 
first half of the 19th century. 
American artists looked to an- 
cient Greek and Roman art for 
symbols of their new Republic. 
In his prize-winning lithograph 
Patriae Pater (1827), Rembrandt 
Peale honors his hero George 
Washington with laurels and 
other classical motifs symbolic 
of wisdom and dignity. The feel- 
ing of serenity and order stem- 
ming from 19th century con- 
fidence in the nation and in its 
democratic ideal is recreated in 
the first room. 

In contrast to this Neo-Classic 
calm is the twisting, violent ten- 
sion of the Baroque-revival 
works on exhibition. Artists of a 
country pitched in the turmoil of 
the Civil War could find visual 
expression in this frenetic style. 
William Rimmer, a Boston 
physician, dramatically conveys 
the physical strain of the human 
body in the two sculptures Dying 
Centaur (c. 1871) and the Falling 
Gladitor (1861). In his tiny nude 
bronze entitled Despair (1830), 
Rimmer displays a profound in- 
terest in the psychological as 
well as physical condition of 
Man. 

A monumental sculpture of 
Jochebed (1873), the mother of 
Moses, demonstrates the impor- 
tant consoling role played by 
religion in the 19th century. The 
relationship of Man to nature is 
illustrated in a religious painting 
by Washington Allston and in a 
photomural of Mt. Auburn 
Cemetery on view in the exhibi- 
tion. Thomas Cole, in his famous 
painting, Expulsion from the 
Garden of Eden (1827-28), por- 
trays Man as a tiny figure con- 
fronted with the uncertainties of 
his role in the scheme of the un- 
iverse.

Towards the end of the 19th 
century, Americans began to ap- 
preciate the fruits of their 
materialistic successes and to 
enjoy the ease which accom- 
panied their new social status. 
John Singer Sargent’s Portrait of 
Mrs. Boit (1888), a fashionable 
member of Boston society, il- 
lustrates an attitude of urbane 
self-confidence characteristic of 
the gilded age. 

The new breed of American 
was sophisticated but not unflap- 
pable. When the bronze statue of 
the vivacious nude Bacchante 
with an Infant Faun (1893), by 
Frederick MacMonnies, was in- 
stalled in the Boston Public 
Library garden in 1896, the public 
was scandalized. The brazen 
goddess of wine was considered 
an “‘insult to motherhood.”’ 

In the same room with 
Bacchante is a small marble 
sculpture Infant Bacchus on a 
Panther (1863). Valuable 
evidence identifying this as a 
work by William Wetmore Story 
was revealed during installation 
of the exhibition. Also on view 
are huge sketches for now 
destroyed murals at the Albany 
State Capitol, by William Morris 
Hunt. These works are the last 
vestige of a European Beaux 
Arts tradition characteristic of 
the century when America came 
of age. 


Monarch 
Butterflies 
Migrating

greatest parade of monarch 
butterflies that anyone can 
remember. 

Monarchs are those orange- 
and-black large butterflies that 
tilt and glide as well as flutter 
above roadways and along 
beaches. They are headed south 
for the winter in the greatest 
monarch migration on record. 

While driving toward New 
York along the Wilbur Cross and 
Merritt Parkways in late 
September, Don Verger of West 
Acton, and a group of friends 
counted 1067 monarchs as they 
flew across the road as singles or 
in groups. 

At Eastern Point in 
Gloucester, where monarchs 
customarily rest if they arrive 
there late in the day, Ivy LeMon 
of Gloucester and several friends 
who cooperate with her butterfly 
banding projects, estimated that 
up to 100,000 monarchs were pre- 
sent. Miss LeMon, who is staff 
butterfly expert for the 
Massachusetts Audubon Society, 
says the 1973 flight is the greatest 
in the more than 20 years that she 


has observed monarch 
migrations. 
Dr. Fred Urquhart of the 


University of Toronto, who has 
been tagging migrating

monarchs since the 1930s, reports 
the present crop the largest ever. 

Exactly why so many 
monarchs survived this year to 
make the one-way trip south is a 
mystery. Some believe the 
summer was an exceptionally 
good one for milkweed, and 
monarch butterflies specialize in 
milkweed as their host for eggs 
and caterpillar food. Some think 
that a reduction in in- 
discriminate chemical spraying 
may have permitted the young to 
survive. 

Several thousand monarchs 
were killed in eastern 
Massachusetts when the state 
sprayed malathion to curb a 
possible spread of eastern equine 
encephalitis.
